Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because reference number 3 in Fig. 1 1 A is not pointed to an 
element. Correction is required. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: Reference 
numbers 16-19 are missing in the fully assembled drawing Fig.l or Fig.l 1A. Correction is 
required. 

Specification 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered.
